Eight cities, Boston, Al- 
bany, Charies City, Mpa., » Des Moines, 
Kansas City, Omaha, Sioux City and [p= 
dianapolis, reached oF maximum of 
104 degrees. 

The Fourth of July, records were 
broken in a number of! cities. 

The country feom the Atlantic to the 
Pacific faces another day of torrid 
heat tomorrow without promise of 
showers or even a cloud to shield it. 

Today’s temperatures were near or 
above the 100 mark. While slight drops 
were noted in some cities, increases in 
ethers served to maintain the average 
at the top notch. 

Yuma, 110 Degrees, Gets Record. 

Yuma, Ariz. reported 110 degrees, 
this being the record for the day. Next 
stood St. Joseph, Mo., 106 degrees. 

Boston, which beats all its former 
records with 102 yesterday, added two 
more degrees today, and led the east 
with 104, ° 

In Washington, 97 was the record 
for the day. Downtown thermometers 
soared to 107. 

Fatalties resulting from the unprec- 
edented heat were numerous, especially 
in the large cities, and the gayety of 
the nation’s national day was decidedly 
geobered by the rigors of the atmos- 
phere. About fifty deaths were re- 
ported. 

In the great farming sections of the 
west, crops suffered damage. Contin- 
ued drouth in Kansas, together with 
the stifling heat, has worked great 
damage to all the grain crops, oats be- 
ing reported as being virtually ruined. 

Twenty Deaths in New York. 

New York, July 4.-—ihe cumulative 
effect of these days of the hottest 
weather the city has experienced in 
years manifested itself today in a list 
of twenty deaths attributed to the 
heat. Prostrations were counted by 
the score, and nine drownings were re- 
ported. 

While not going to the extremes of 
yesterday, the official temperature up 
among the skyscraper tops touched 93 
at 3:30 o'clock, crossing the 90 mark at 
noon and keeping above that point un- 
tli well toward sunset. 

A thunder shower zone hovered near 
during the late afternoon and evening, 
but with 72 per cent of humidity to- 
night, people unable to get away 
from the sunbeked urban dis- 
tricts, suffered even More than during 
recent nights, when the mercury held 
higher.

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NOT SO DEADLY 
AS INSANE AT 


Only Thiteen Deaths Reporte 
From Celebration of Inde- 
pendence Day in U § 


NO FIREWORKS ALLOWED 
IN MANY OF THE CITIES 


And in Nearly All the Cities 
Restrictions Were Such as 
to Make Use of Fireworks 
Harmless---Great Decrease in 
the Number of Dead and 
Injured. 


Chicago, July 4.—Thirteen deaths 
from the celebration of the Fourth of 
July was the total reported in the 
United ‘States, aceording to figures 
compiled by The Chicago Tribune to- 
night. 

The nation-wide spread of the sane 
| Fourth movement brought fruit in the 
smallest number of celebration casual- 
ties ever recorded. Im nearly every. 
city where the use of exxplosives by in- 
dividuals was prohibited, no accidents 
were recorded. In others, where the 
discharge of explosives was permitted 
under limitations, there was a decided 
falling off in the number of the dead 
and injured as compared with previous 


years. 
The death list of thirteen compares 
with’ twenty-eight reported the first 


the sane Fourth movement was estab- 
lished in fewer cities. The number of 
injured reported is 294, as against 1,785 
reported up to the same hour last year. 
In 1909 there were forty-four killed 
and 2,361 wounded. 

Atiantea in Sanity List. 

The largest cities, which this year 
‘absolutely forbade dangerous fire- 
‘Works included Atlanta, Ga., Birming- 
ham, Ala. Cleveland, Obio;* Columbus,:, 
Ohio, Kansas City, Mo. Los Angeles, 
Minneapolis, Ban Francisco and Wash- 
ington, D. C, 

Of the fifty large cities which have 
ordinances forbidding the use of any 
fireworks or the restriction of their 
use to the least harmful, nearly half 
had their new oardinances enforced for 
the first time. 

Giant firecrackers took the lead in 
the number of fatalities, causing thir- 
teen deaths. Revolvers and firearms 
were gecond, with four... Gunpowder 
caused two and the toy pistols, former- 
ly the chief death agents, caused two 
deaths. 

How Holiday Was Celebrated. 


The holiday generally was  cere- 
brated with parades, speeches, concerts 
and displays of fireworks under mu- 
nicipal regulation. 

In Chicago there was only one per- 
son, a little girl who died as the result 
of burns from a firecracker set fire to 
her dress. Thirteen injuries were 
traceable to fireworks. Six were 
burned by powder, three by other va- 
rieties of fireworks, one by a fire- 
cracker and three were shot. The heat 
killed many more than fell victims to 
the sane Fourth. 

Not a Death in Washington. 

Washington, July 4.—The third “safe 
and sane” celebration of Independence 
Day in the national capital came to an 
end tonight without a single death and 
with no injuries as a result of the ob- 
servance of the day. Thousands gath- 
ered on the white house ellipse to wit- 
ness a brilliant display of fireworks 
which was followed by the illumina- 
tion of Pennsylvania avenue from the 
treasury building to the capitol. 

The program for the day eliminated 
all promiscuous bomb shooting and 
pyrotechnic displays. 

Only Two Deaths in New York. 

New York, July 4.—The Fourth: was 
shorn of most of its terrors today by 
New York's “safe and* sane” program 
which barred fireworks, but notwith- 
standing the ban their surreptitious 
use resulted in two deaths, thirty-seven 
accidents, mostly of a minor nature, 
and twenty smali fires. The tally pales, 
however, sides the last unrestricted 
celebration two years ago, when sev- 
eral ies were killed. 

Three Fatally Injured. 

gy ap Iowa, July 4.—Charles Kdne 
aged 43, and two children, 4 and 8 
years old, were fatally injured this aft- 
ernoon by the explosion of a box of 
dynamite caps while celebrating the 
Fourth. 

Striking Centrast Offered.

Standiag Committees For House 
and Senate Named 


Owing to Death of Gen. C. A. 
Evans, Assembly May Ad- 
journ for the Day --- Resolu- 
tions Will Be Passed and 
Committees Appointed.

Standing committees will be.  an- 
nounced in the senate and house this 
morning immediately after the legis- 
lature reconvenes, unless it is decided 
to adjourn for the day immediately in 
+honor of General Clement A. Evans. 
President Slaton and Speaker Holder 
announced yesterday that they had 
completed the work of selecting the 
committeemen who will serve their re- 
spective bodies. 

The legislature will not be in ses- 
sion more than an hour, if that long. 
As soon as they convene a joint reso- 
laktion will-be -put forth paying: proper 
tribute to General Evans, 
for adjournment in his honor, and spe- 
cial committees of the two houses to 
form part of the honorary escort to 
accompany the body from the capitol 
to the church, where the funeral serv- 
ices will be held. However, a small 
amount of routine work may be per- 
mitted, in which case the committee 
assignments will be made public 

Neither presiding officer would give 
advance information regarding his se- 
Jections, but it is generally understood 
that the important chairmanships w'll 
be conferred, in the main, as previous- 
ly announced on report, 

New Matter in Order. 

If immediate adjournment does not 
prevail, the introduction of “new mat- 
ter’’ will be in order today, and a great 
many proposed laws may be expected 
on the calendar. Already the house 
has about 170 bills and about twenty- 
five resolutions scheduled for consider- 
ation. The bulk of the bills relate 
to local affairs, courts, county boards, 
etc., but quite a number are of pro- 
posed general application. About one- 
half as many have been put forth in 
the senate. 

So dar as indicated at present, al- 
most anything may be fhe bone of 
contention in the .first drawn fight on 
the floor of either house. The first 
bill of general character on the house 
calendar is that introduced by Speaker 
Holder providing for the admission of 
women to the practice of law in Geéor- 
gia. In all probability it will be the 
first general legislation passed on. 

However, among the first numbered 
of the proposed bills is that of Mr. 
Tippins,-of Appling county, which pro- 
poses to strengthen the prohibition 
law. This measure, which, in the 
main, means the elimination of beers 
and all drinks containing more than 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol, is 
said to be the one upon which the pro- 
hibitionists will center their figh: for 
a strengthening of the existing tem- 
perance laws. It was given In Mr. 
‘Tippin’s charge partly because of his 
coming from the first county, alpha- 
betically, it would be insured place in 
the forefront on the cAlendar. 

Ne Move Yet by Antis. 

The anti-prohibitionists have made 
no open move, and the general impres- 
sion is that they will confine their ef- 
forts to attempting to prevent the pas- 
sage of ultra-radical legislation on the 
liquor question, believing that the ex- 
isting status of the matter should be 
given further trial 

It is not improbable that the liquor 
question, as it relates to the laws now 
standing and those desired, will be the 
occasion of the first big fight in the 
house of representatives, at least. 

It will be several days before the 
general assembly can get down. to 
work seriously @md regularly. This 
is because bills have to be considered 
by committees and reported on be- 
fore they can, be taken up for passage. 
The only bills which escape the scan- 
ning of committees are those which 
by unanimous consent are permitted 
to be engrossed immediately after in- 
troduction, but none but local bills 
ever get in this class. 

It is not likely that any committee 
meetings will be held before tomor- 
row.

NATION CALLING 
TO SOUTH TODAY 


Sectionalism Fast Passing, Says 
Rev, Ashby Jones, 


Eloquent Oration Delivered at 
the Auditorium by Augusta 
Minister, Exercises Being in 
Celebration of the Fourth of 
July. 


Setting out-that the fathers of our 
country believed that the individual is 
of supreme importance, that the gov- 
ernment should be such as to guaran- 
tee to every man the greatest possible 
liberty in the pursuit of freedom and 
happiness, and pleading for a -relega- 
tion to the past of sectional politics and, 
sectional iriterests, the Rev. M. Ashby 
Jones, of Augusta, yesterday. afternoon 
delivered one of the most: eloquent and 
able addresses an Atlanta audience ever 
listened to. 

The occasion was the Fourth of July 
celebration ‘at the Auditorium and in 
spite of the inclement weather there 
was a large crowd present’ to hear the 
‘Augusta divine whose fame as an ora- 
tor has spread all over the south. 

In the beginning, Mr Jones said that 
the people of not only Georgia, but of 
the south have become accustomed to 
expect Atlanta to take the Initiative in 
everything. They have come to associ- 
ate the city’s name with everything that 
is new, he said, and for this reason 
it was extrémely fitting that here 
should be inaugurated the movement 
which it is believed will lead to a more 
proper observance of the nation’s birth- 
day throughout the entire south. 

Sectionalism Passing. 
After graphically outlining the dis- 


nation, the speaker pointed out that it 
was not a matter of surprise that the 
first 100 years of the nation’s history 
tells of innumerable struggles of one 
section against another, when the great 
diversity of interests are considered. 
This diversity, however, is becoming 
less and less apparent, he believes, and 
will eventually disappear. 

‘Local interests,” he said, “have now 
become national interests, and the peo- 
ple are now bending their efforts to 
the benefit of the whole instead of their 
own particular part. Sectionalism is 
fast passing and ‘logrolling’ is becom- 
ing a thing of history. Today, a poll- 
tician or statesman who views a prob- 
lem from a sectional viewpoint, gives 
prima facie evidence of his unfitness 
and inability. 

“The interests of the state and the na- 
tion have become inseparably inter- 
woven. And we must come to the point 
where we recognize that when the 
smallest section has been injured, the 
nation as a whole has suffered. 

Individuals Supreme. 

“Democracy means that the govern- 
ment believes that the very best is not 
too good for the very least. A republic 
is not an accumulation of property and 
things material, but an aggregation of 
peoples. 

“The declaration of independence de- 
clares that all men are born equal. This 
does not mean, morally, mentally or so- 
clally, however, but that to every man 
alike should be vouchsafed the privilege 
of seeking, with as little restraint as 
possible, freedom in its broadest sense 
and happiness, as he may see it.”

Indianapolis, Ind., July 4+—President 
Taft and his party left this city for 
Washington on the Pennsylvania rail- 
ruad at 10:45 o’clock tonight, 


Indianapolis, July uly 4.-~President Taft 
put the parting touch on his part in 
the celebration of this city’s “safe and 
sane’ Fourth in a speech on Canedian 
reciprocity at the Marion Club banquet 
tonight. The president made his an- 
swer to the argument of other repub- 
licans that reciprocity, as he has pro- 
posed it, is not good republican doc- 
trine, but democratic doctrine. 

He showed that reciprocity, as pre- 
sented to congress by him differed, if 
it all, only slightly from reciprocity 
as advocated by James G. Blaine and 
former President McKinley. He de- 
clared that the contention of the oppo- 
nents of his reciprocity plan that the 
doctrine is un-republican because it af- 
fects articles that are competitive and 
not merély non-competitive articlés is 
not sound. * 

“The sound republican doctrine,” said 
the president, “has. become the impo- 
sition of duties only where the con- 
ditions are naturally unequal, and 
where duties are necessary in order to 
enable our manufacturers and other 
producers to meet on a level the com- 
perce of foreign producers. The 
nedian procity agreement ' 
has been made,/ssquares exactly with 
this doctrine.” 

Reciprocity and the Farmer. 

Replying to the contention that rec- 
iprocity would be made wholly at the 
expense of the farmer gnd im the in- 
terest of t wage-earner of the large 
cities, Mr. Taft declared that in his 
judgment “the reciprocity agreement 
will not greatly reduce the cost of liv- 
ing, if at all. It will,” continued the 
president, “steady prices by enlarging 
the reservoir of supplies for those 
things that are raised in both coun- 
tries, and it will make more remote the 
possibility of cornering commodities, 
and extorting excessive prices for them 
from the public.”

bushel. 

“The answer to this argument,” the 
president said, “is that this cannot be, 
for the present price of wheat in the 
United States and Canada both is ulti- 
mately fixed by the price of wheat in 
the world, and the world’s price is ad- 
justed and made at Liverpool by the

“The republican party in their last 
national platform declared in favor of 
tariff duties which would measure 
only the difference in the cost of pro- 


'duction of articles here and of articles 


abroad. In other words, the sound re- 
publican doctrine has become the im- 
position of duties only where the con- 
ditions are naturally unequal and 
where duties are necessary in order to 
enable our manufacturers and other 
producers to meet on a level, the com- 
petition of foreign products. The Cana- 
dian reciprocity agreement which has 
been made squares exactly with this 
doctrine. 
Blaine and Reciprocity. 

"The contention that rediprocity was 
never advocated by republican leaders 
so as to include competing products is 
refuted by the record of history. Mr. 
Blaine, who is regarded as the father 
of reciprocity, attempted to secure an 
amendment to one of the tariff law's 
in which the subjects for reciprocity 
mentioned in the amendment were al- 
most all of them articles in which the 
foreign countries would compete with 
us in our own markets. More than 
this, McKinley, who was the second 
leader as to reciprocity and who de- 
livered his last speech in its favor 
just before his tragic geath, had@ nego- 
tiated a number of reciprocity treaties 
in all of which the duties were re- 
duced or abolished on a number of 
products which would compete in our 
market with those of our own produc- 
tion. The truth is, if you will read 
the last speech of McKinley you will 
see that he speaks in this connection 
of duties which have become unneéces- 
sary and that might well be abolished. 

“Another answer to the objection of 
republican friends who denounce Ca- 
nadian reciprocity as a heresy is that 
the amount of competition which is to 
take lace in our markets between 
Canadian products and those of the 
United States under this agreement is 
very much less than they would, by 
their general statements, have you be- 
lieve. In the first place they say that 
by free trade in agricultural products 
we are giving them a market of 99,- 
000,000 people and taking only a mar- 
ket of 8,000,000 people for the same 
things and that necessarily they derive 
greater advantage. As a matter of 
fact in the vast bulk of our agricul- 
tural products they can furnish no 
competition whatever, while this agree- 
ment admits all our products free into 
Canada.

procity agreement is made wholly at 
the expense of the farmers and only 
in the interest of those who would 
have farm products at a less price, to 
wit, the wage-earners: of the large 
cities. It is my own judgment that 
the reciprocity agreement will not 
greatly reduce the cost of living, if at 
all. It will, however, steady prices by 
enlarging the reservoir of supplies for 
those things that are raised in both 
countries and it will make more re- 
mote the possibility of cornering com- 
modities ang extorting excessive prices 
for them from the pubiic. 

“It is a mistake to say, however, 
that this agreement is not in the in- 
terest of the farmers. Let us examine 
the statistics ang see. The free list is 
made up almost entirely of agricul- 
tural preducts. The amounts of ex- 
portation from this country to Cana- 
da at present in the articles covered 
and affected by the reciprocity agree- 
ment were for the fiscal year ending 
March $1, 1910, $48,000,000 and the du- 
tes vad on those articles was some 
thing more than $7,800,000. The expor- 
tation of these 
Canada for the year endeq March 41}. 
1911, was $64,000,000 anda the duties 
levied ‘and collected were $10,500,000. 
The increase in other words was about 
$16,000,000 last year and the additional] 
duties collected. was about $2,700,000. 
There seems little double that for the 
current year the Uniteg States trade 
covered by reciprocity will reach §$75,- 
000.000 and the remission of duties 
would be not less than $4,000,000 un- 
der the agreement. What I wish to 
call your attention to is that of this 
remission of approximately $3,400,000 
which would have been made on the 
imports into Canada from the United 
States, if the reciprocity agreement 
had been in effect, a little less than 
$2,000,000 would have been on agricul- 
tural products. 


Complaint as to the Farmer. 


“The truth is that when the com- 
plaint made on behalf of the farmer is 
analyzed it wi'l be foung to be limited 
to an argumen: that by the admission 
of free wheat into the United States, 
the price of wheat will be reduced 10 
cents a bushel.

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HUNDREDS WATCH FLAMES 
GET WHITEHALL BOOK STORE 


The entire fire-fighting foree of the 
city was called out yesterday after- 
noon about 3:30 o’clock, when the Co- 
rlumbian Book Store and Optical Com- 
pany, 81-83 Whitehall street, was bad- 
ly damaged by a fire in the basement. 

The inaccessibil{ty of the flames and 
the heavy smoke made the fight a 
hard one.

Officers Turn in Alarm,

This-reduceg cost of produc- 
tion would enable the mills to regain 
in the foreign market the eighteen. to 
twenty million barrels of flour sold in 
foreign trade annually ten years ago, 
but which in recent years has fallen to 
less than ten million barrels. The 
American-grown wheat would not be 
decreased in value in the slightest, 
but on the contrary because of ih- 
creased marketing facilities and fuller 
time operation, the mills would be in 
better position to absorb’ increased 
quantities of American-grown wheat. 


Trade Under Reciprocity. 


“Wherever the probable course of 
trade under reciprocity is analyzed as 
to fts effect on farm products, in which 
Canada can compete, the conclusions 
vary but slightly from those reached 
with respect to wheat. As to Darley 
and oats, the next most important 
grains likely to enter into our inter- 
national exchange under reciprocity, 
the quality of the Canadian products 
will commend them to ovr use. Their 
appearance in the American market 
may cause their substitution to some 
extent for our own similar products, 
but such substitution woulq mean just 
so much elimination of Canada’s prod- 
ucts from the mirkets of the world. 
Their place needs to be filled and the 
supply for this purpose..would most 
naturally come from the United States. 

“I am most earnestly hopeful that the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement will 
pass the senate and will be confirmed 
by the Canadian parllaméent. I am 
hopeful of this, not for political réa- 
sons, because the reciprocity and the 
credit for it will not be wholly with 
any one political party. The demo- 
crats of the house and the démocrats 
of the senate should have thefr full

THE STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION BILL. : 


Logically and convincingly Judge William F. 
the “father of good roads” in Georgia, and president of the Federa- 
tion of Road Authorities, elsewhere sets forth the imperative need 
of a state highway commission in Georgia. Following his interview 
is a bill creating the commission and it will probably be introduced 
today when the general assembly reconvenes by a number of legis- 
lators alive to the importance of the subject. 


The federation, composed of the county commissioners of Geor- 
gia, met recently in Albany. After exhaustive debate the delegates 
decided, by an unanimous vote, that a state highway commission is 
indispensable. The bill is the product of their deliberations and it 
will have the support of road authorities ‘from every portion of the 
State. 


The measure creates a commission of five, making the chairman 
of the prison commission an ex-officio member. The state geologist 
is included for his expert knowledge of road materials. For their 
technical knowledge essential to the mission of the body, the pro- 
fessors of engineering at the state university and at the Georgia 
Tech are made members. The governor appoints one citizen from 
the state-at-larze to complete the board of five. The commission 
is to elect a competent salaried road engineer, whose duties, in com- 
mon with those of members of the board and such assistants as he 
may employ, shall be to aid the various counties in selecting proper 
materials and methods for their respective needs. An appropriation 
of $10,000 is asked, but is more than covered by fees received by the 
state for automobile licenses. 


The purpose of the commission is, of course, obvious. It is 
to introduce throughout Georgia a uniform, standard and co-ordi- 
nate system of state highways. Under conditions prevailing, road 
construction, while wonderfully aggressive, is handicapped in that it 
conflicts, one county failing to co-operate with another, less enter- 
prising counties lacking proper scientific data and help, the situa- 
tion at present being a hodge-podge of laws and regulations that 
nullify each other and militate against cohesive and well-directed 
effort. 

A state commission would introduce order into this status. It 
would aid the poor county and galvanize the sleeping county. It 
would give such an organized impetus to road-building that within 
two or three years there would not be one “poor roads” county in 
Georgia, 

_ Judge Eve stresses rightly the connection between good roads 
and prosperity. Transportation is' one of the chief items in the cost 
of production and distribution, taken equally out of producer and 
consumer. .And the heaviest item in transportation is that between 
the farm and the railroad station. Were Georgia a perfect good 
roads state, such as this commission would speedily make her. the 
largest factor in the cost of transportation would be vastly re- 
duced. This is not to reckon with preparedness for inevitable feceral 
aid, or the proved and incalculable impetus to general prosperity and 
cevelopment following the standardizing of road construction. 

It is a state-wide business investment and a right Georgia’s 
road authorities are putting up to the legislature. The Constitution 
has no doubt the legislature will see the project in this light.

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INVESTIGATING EXPRESS TARIFFS. 


The investigation into the tariffs of all the big express compa- 
nies of the United States will continue despite the filing with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission of new schedules of rates by the 
companies. 

It is not to be supposed that there was any purpose on part of 
the express companies to forestalk such an inquiry. That would 
have been a most illogical assumption in view of the somewhat ex- 
tended inquiry the commission had formerly made. 

A sweeping reduction of rates is almost sure to follow this 
more thorough examination. It may take several months to com- 
pare the rates just filed with those formerly in effect and decide 
what further reductions are necessary. But the. commission has 
set itself this task. 

Business interests everywhere have a vital concern in this re- 
adjustment of rates in which the companies themselves are taking 
the lead. If express rates are too high, and there is a very genera! 
belief that they are, reductions should be brought about. 

The express companies have made enormous profits on com- 
paratively trifling investments of capital. While all other rates 
of public service corporations have been under review for the past 
several years, express tariffs have largely escaped supervision.

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SAYS COMMISSION CHARTER. 


DYING, ASKED. COUNCIL TO SAVE! 


Editor Constitution: You have seen 
fit to editorially pronounce the action 
of city council on sésterday declin- 
ing to submit a request to the legis- 
lature of Georgia to enact “The Com- 
mission Charter” as foolish. This is 
within your right, and you doubtless 
think we members of council are 2 
very foolish set of men. Perhaps we 
may be. Who knows? 

But we are not ready as yet to stul- 
tify ourselves by voting for a measure 
because its advocates are driven to 
such dire straits that nothing short 
of council's assistance could save them 
from sverwhelming defeat. 

If we have a defective charter, why 
not point cut its defects? If you want 
relief from “intolerable conditions” 
why not come into conference with 
men who have not only the power, 
but the will, to remedy them? Why 
choose a small band of men, without 
any backing save of their own making, 
none of whom have had adequate ex- 
perience in municipal affairs, and let 
them draw a charter, and then compel 
us t> support it? The committee which 
drafted this charter has made more 
than a dozen amendments which they 
say improve it. If that is true, how do 
you know that it is even yet perfect 
and needs no further improvement? 

So much by way of generalization. 
Now, I have this proposition to make 
to the ardent advocates of commission 
government. Let them get a petition 
‘signed by twenty per cént of the 
voters qualified to participate in the 
last regular city election, after being 
cheeked in the manner provided in that 
instrument offered, and when such. 4 
petition so signed and checked is pre- 
sented to council asking for the sub- 
mission of this matter to the legisia- 
ture, I will vote accordingly. Prove 
yuur faith by your works. 

As a matter of fact the members of 
the celebrated, but now defunct “com- 
mittee of 125,”’ never had any intention 
of asking council to act on this mat- 
ter at all until they were brought face 
to face with the fact that the demo- 
cratic legislature of Georgia is over- 
whelmingly against commission gov- 
ernment, either special or general, and 
that no hope exists at all of its pas- 
sage without the approval of the city 
council. 

They they bethought themselves that 
council might be of some service to 
them. They never asked council to 
help them until they were convinced 
they could not travel without help. 
Therefore, they offered to council an 


insult when they asked for her assist- 
ance. 

Aside from any discussion of the 
principle involved, however, members 
of council certainly ought to have 
some assurances that the people of the 
city want this commission charter pre- 
sented to them. The proof we have is 
directiy contrary to this. 

I attended the “mass meeting of citi- 
zens interested in commission govern- 
ment,” held in the Kimball House bal! 
room on yesterday. You will remem- 
ber that in addition to the committee 
of 125, all citizens interested were 
called upOn to be present. I saw ev- 
crybody there, and I tell you that if 
it takes a majority of that committee 
to constitute a quorum that all it 
could have done was to adjourn, for 
there were less than 40 per cent of 
the 125 there. Next, the entire crowd, 
including members of the Rural Car- 
riers’ Convention who remained, the 
anti-commission spectators among the 
lo‘ keérs-on, and every straggler who 
enterec the room from the time Presi- 
dent Paxon called same to order until 
adjournment, only numbered 119, for 
I counted them myself—and will make 
oath to same if necessary. Again, Mr. 
David Woodward stated that while he 
had always been for commission gov- 
ernment, the price this committee ask- 
ed him to pay was too great, and he 
wonld not pay it. He and 40 others left 
the neeting after the vote, and sev- 
erai of them stated to me in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Walter G. Cooper, that 
they would contribute in work, energy 
an enthusiasm to the defeat of the 
comn.ission charter. 

Mr. Editor, this only left 44 men, and 
not ail of them appeared before coun- 
cil in the afternoon. Where is there 
any sentiment in this city for this 
commission charter? 

If it were left to the chamber of 
commerce it would be défeated. {f 
organized labor passed upon it, it 
would stand no show. Only a very 
small per cent of the membership of 
the Atlanta Bar Association are for it. 
And finally, Mr. Editor, if you will hold 
an Australian ballot among the em- 
ployees of the three great Atlanta 
newspapers, it will be beaten two to 
one. 

Council ought to respect the wish of 
the people, and this we have done by 
tabling the resolution favoring this 
ec. ui ission government.

It will be the 
duty of this highway commisison to 
elect a road engineer, who will be a 
salaried officer, and the main execu- 
tive of the board. It will be the duty 
of this engineer and the members of 
the board to study the best methods 
of road construction throughout the 
United States and by bulletins issued 
to the counties furnish them with the 
results of their investigations, 
Visit Counties. 

“It will also be the duty of the road 
engineer to visit the various counties 
and advise with the county authori- 
ties as to the location; construction 
and classification of their various 
roads. We ask the state for the ‘small 
appropriation of $10,000, believing that 
that will make this commission ef- 
fective. We understand that the license 
fees on automobiles already amount 
to this sum and would, if appropriated 
for the maintenance of this department, 
be sufficient. -In times past highways 
were regarded as local questions, and 
each community was left to struggle 
with the problem as best they could, 
but today good roads are recognized 
as the most important factor in the 
material upbuilding of every county 
and state, Transportation is recog- 


‘nized as the most important factor in 


commerce and that the wagon road 
which leads to the local market and 
to the railroad station forms the most 
important link in transportation. It 
costs upon unimproved roads $1.25 to 
haul one ton of freight five miles, while 
upon the improved highway it will 
transport the same amount of freight 
15 miles, or three times the distance. 

“It is estimated that $1.25 will trans- 
port one ton of products of the farm 
after it has reached the railroad sta- 
tion 250 miles or by steamboat 1,000 
miles, therefore it will be seen that 
the greatest cost in transportation is 
getting the products from the farm to 
the railroad station. The problem of 
road improvement has gone to such an 
extent that it has become not only a 
county and intrastate problem, but an 
interstate one, and one now engaging 
the attention of congress. If the na- 
tional government makes an appro- 
priation for the postal or rural deliv- 
ery routes of the various states, it is 
necessary that whatever is done must 
be done by the states, therefore it is 
necessary that we should have a state 
highway department ready and pre- 
pared to co-operate with the general 
wovernment in their efforts to im- 
prove our highways.”

hereby appropriated annually to carry 
out the provisions of this act. 

“Sec. 9. All laws and parts Of laws 
in conflict with this act are hereby re- 
pealed.”

Praise for General DeGraw.

Augusta, Ga. July 4,—Augusta’s 
record for today is one of the darkest 
ever written on a Fourth of July. 

One murder, two stabbings, two 
rendered unconscious from brickbats, 
one chopped in the head with an axe, 
and thirty-four cases of drunk and dis- 
orderly. The jail tonight is full. 

William <A. Lauder, aged 24 years, 
was disemboweled with a pocket-knife 
late this afternoon by W. 8. Hall, Jr., 
a iad about the same age, in the west- 
ern section of the city. Both young 
men are fairly well connected. It is 
learned that the two were in love with 
the same young lady and quarreled 
over her. Lauder died immediately af- 
ter being placed in the ambulance. 

Two negro women were knocked in 
the head with bricks and rendered un- 
conscious, both of them being taken 
to the” negro hospital. Neither will 
die. 

Tonight two stabbing cases demand- 
ed the attention of the police, in which 
the victimg are in the hospital, but 
will recover. John Cook, a negro, was 


chopped in the head with an axe and 
may die.

Atwood Ends Third leg of 
‘Flight at Atlantic City, 


During Flight From New York 
to Atlantic City Aviator Made 
Three Stops for Gasoline--At- 
wood Expects to Reach the 
National Capital Today. 


—! 


Atlantic City, N. J.,.July 4.—Thou- 
sands of holiday visitors here today 
saw Harry N. Atwood, after fighting 
heavy winds throughout his flight from 
New York, end the third leg“of his 
proposed journey from Boston to 
Washington by landing in his biplane 
on the beach front. During the flight 
Atwood made three landings for gaso- 
line. Atwood said that judging from 
the amount of gasoline he had useg he 
must have traveled at least 250 miles. 
He was in thé air more than five hours. 
The distance along the coast is about 
115 miles. 


“IT hope to start for Washington be- 
fore 10 o’clock in. the morning,” he 


said. 
“The only trouble I had was with 


my gasoline supply. After I left Gov- 
ernor’s island I headed along the coast. 
A warning whir of protest from my 
engine as I neared Asbury Park told 
me the gasoline was low. I landed 
and took on five gallons. 

“When I rose the wind was stronger, 
so I took a traveling altitude of about 
1,500 feet. 

He Borroweg Gasoline. 


“When I neared Tuckerton the gaso- 
line went dry again. I borrowed 5 
gallons from the owner of an automo- 
bile and made a good getaway. It was 
during the fly from Tuckerton across 
to the outskirts of this city that I had 
my hardest fight to keep in the air. It 
took me until nearly 2 o’clock to make 
that last 17 miles, but I must have 
made at least 50 miles. I encountered 
bumps and air holes that made the 
going difficult. To make matters 
worse my gasoline ran out again. I 
came down, narrowly missing disaster 
when a puff of wind caught the plane 
about a hundred feet from the ground. 
I was almost thrown from my seat us 
the wind got under the wings again 
when I struck the ground. I felt the 
shock, but found my machine undam- 
aged and continued after taking on 
more gasoline and made a successful 
landing here.”

When either men or women get to- 
gether in any good cause there is oc- 
easion for rejoicing. ang when both 
men and women unite to further the 
public good, “unity” and “co-operation” 
become vital watchwords. The Ladies’ 
Improvement Club of Porterville is 
justly proud of its present membership 
of ninety-five and its standing in the 
community. The liberal patronage be- 
atowed on its undertakings gives evi- 
dence of the public appreciation of its 
object—-the . beautifying and . general 
improvement of the city. 

The first efforts of the club were 
directed towards the school grounds. 
Lawns were made, and flowers and 
shade and ornamental trees were 
‘planted. The school trustees were in- 
terested in caring for the grounds, and 
the teachers gladly co-operated in see- 
ing that papers and rubbish were not 
alloweg to litter the yards.

“MARGARET CLAIRE.” 


“It is not fiction; it is the exquisite 
expression of a temperament. It is a 
divine accident,” is the way Arnold 
Bennet describes ‘“Margaret-Claire,” 
the story by Margaret <Andoux, a 
French seamstress, a book which has 
been so widely read, 

' With that love of gentus and talent 
which the French Dave ever expressed, 
Margaret Andoux, though a French’ 
seamstress, had an individuality which 
attracted men of letters and men of 
higher thought, and a group of young- 
er thinkers in Paris took her individ- 
vality seriously, that, though they per- 
mitted her to continue to use her 
needle, they induced her to take time 
for the use of her pen. She must write 
a Diography they decided, and she was 
not to be -tutored along literary or 
rhetorical lines.

There is purity of thought, 
innocence akin to child prattle in it, 
with suggestions given to the mind 
of the reader of the most abhorrent 
phases of human frailty in the whole 
world surrounding her. Though sub- 
merged almost by circumstances that 
make the reader tremble for the mora!

ways of being victimized, Margaret- 
Claire has always a protector. The

THREE VETO MESSAGES 
SENT TENN. ASSEMBLY 


Hooper Opposes Special Appro- 
priations for State Fair 
Improvements. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 4.—Governor 
Hooper today sent three veto mes- 
sages to the Tennessee legislature. 
Two were vetoes of measures carrying 
special appropriations, one of the ap- 
propriations being $40,000 for state fair 
improvements. 

The governor's position was that the 
state was not in a financial condition 


to justify the appropriation. A resolu- 
tion providing for an investigation of 
charges of bribery was also vetoed, 
the governor stating that the time is 
too-short now for such an investiga- 
tion. The veto was sustained. 

No action was taken by the senate 
on the general appropriation bill look- 
ing to scaling down the proposed ex- 
penditures. The senate met, but had 
no quorum. Until the general appro- 
priation bill is signed, Comptroller 
Dibrell insists that he will not pay 
the interest on the state debt which 
was due last Saturday. So far as 
Nashville bondholders are concerned 
the state has defaulted. Whether New 
York regards the condition as a de- 
fault is not known here.

Thirteenth Round, - 


Moran Fought Gamely, and at 
Times Made a Good Showing, 
but Wolgast Proved Stronger. 
Knockout Blow Came After 


Fierce Mix-Up m Thirteenth. | f 


San Francisco, July 4.—The meas- 
ured swing of Referee Welsh’s arm, 
tolling off the fatal ten seconds over 
the writhing and unconscious body of 
Owen Moran, of England, counted a 
victory for Ad Wolgast in the  thir- 
teenth round of today’s international 
battle for the lightweight championship. 
It was a clean knockout and the de- 
cisive victory was earned by the rug- 
ged strength and terrific punishing 
power of the champion. 

Right Uppercuts and Left Hooks, 

Right uppercuts to the stomach, fol- 
lowed by a left hook to ‘the jaw forced 
the English fighter to take the count; 
for the first time in his eleven years 
in the ring. Moran came up undistressed 
for the unlucky thirteenth round, al- 
though it was plain he was tiring. 
Wolgast met him with a_i well-timed 
rush and forced his way to close quar- 
tera. Moran checked him with a left 
jab, but was backed against the ropes 
in his own corner. 

Wolgast whipped his right arm free 
from the clinch, and, swinging from 
his hip, sent his glove crashing three 
times to the pit of Moran's stomach. 
Moran's face whitened and twisted with 
agony under the smear of blood from 
his lip cuts. He groped blindly to 
smother the smashing blows; then his 
knees gave way under him and he 
Slipped from Wolgast’s grasp to the 
brown canvas that covered the ring. ~ 

Last Left Hook Not Needed. 

The champion whipped over a left 
heok to the jaw as Moran fell, but it 
was not neede Moran rolled on his 
side and his leg rambled for a foot- 
ing, but his mouth was open and his 
eyes rolled back and the shouting sec- 
onds brought no meaning to his deaf- 
ened senses. It was several minutes be- 
fore he regained consciousness. 

As Wolgast returned to his corner a 
grin flashed across his bleeding lips 
and he plucked with his hands at the 
American flag he wore about his waist. 
In a second he was smothered in the 
throng of admirers who surged into 
the ring, untied the battlescarred.: flag 
and waved it over Wolgast’s head. 
“Some battle for the Fourth of July,” 
he panted as the photographers fought 
through the crowd to get his picture. 

Moran's seconds entered a claim of 
foul, but the blows in question had been 
plainly seen from the ringside and the 
protest was disallowed. 

Never for a moment during the bat- 
tle did the terrific pace slacken. The 
American carried the fight to his oppo- 
nent from the first tap of the gong 
and Moran was never able to keep him 
at long range. It was in the clinches 
that the champion showed to best ad- 
vantage. Moran was unable to  per- 
fect a defense against the short rip- 
ping right uppercuts worked to his 
ribs and the “loop-the-loop” punch, a 
right uppercut to the face outside his 
own left arm that snapped the Brit- 
isher’s head back again and again and 
kept his mouth bleeding from the first 
round. 

Moran Good at Long Range. 

At long range Moran clearly out- 
pointed the Michigan boy and his clever 
ducking and foot work extricated him 
from many a tight corner. It was a 
battle of a clever and experienced boxer 
. against a tearing, ripping fighter and 
the fighter weathered the storm with 
never a sign of distress. 

It was a rough fight from the start. 
As the first round opened, Moran came 
willingly to close quarters, but was 
met with a volley of short lefts to the 
face and a right uppercut that brought 
blood from his lips. It was the cham- 
Ppion’s round by a wide margin, and 
Moran came back for the second with 
instructions to stay away. With won- 
derful judgment of distance he slipped 
@way from Wolgast’s* vicious swings, 
flashing in with clean-cut lefts and 
rights as the champion opened up. It 
was Moran's round, and he continued 
the same tactics throughout the fight. 
When forced to close quarters in the 
third, Moran fought back vigorously. 
They roughed it head to head, Wolgast 
working his rignt to the kidneys and 
body. and Moran ripping his left hand 
and forearm into Ad's chin and face 
and.holding the champion even. Both 
were bleeding when the round closed. 

Moran seemed to gain confidence as 
the fight progressed. Sifting in and 
out, as lithe as a panther, he landed 
again and again through the fourth. 
fifth, -and sixth rounds, rocking 
Ad's head with hard, clean punches 
and making Wolgast look almost like an 
@mateur by the way he avoided his 
swings. His cleverness brought round 
after round of ‘applause, but he never 
stopped Wolgast’s steady ddvance. 

They Fought Tee to Tee. 

In the seventh Wolgast forced the 
Englishman to the ropes, when they 
fought toe to toe until parted by the 
referee, Maran having all the better of 
the surtes ig but Wolgast evened mat- 
ters before the round was over by his 
wicked uppercuts. Wolgast bored in 
and, although Owen crossed his right 
again and again to Ad's head in the 
eighth and ninth rounds, he was una- 
ble to stop him or slow the furfous 
pace and seemed to be weakening fast. 

His seconds worked desperately over 
him, and he came up in the tenth and 
eleventh rounds with a burst of speed 
that fairly smothered Wolgast. He 
w¥ipped-in rights and liefts, landing 
straight lefts, right hooks and swings 
with a speed and force that slowed 
the champion for the first time. He 
fought himself out of close YWharters as 
Wolgast attempted to clinch and beat 
the champion to punch after punch in 
the exchange. 

Wolgast, stromg as an ox, came in 
eagerly for more in the twelfth, and 
while Owen continued to land the more 
often, Ad loosened-his teeth and start- 
ed a stream of biooed from his mouth 
and Moran went to his corner in dis- 
tress. 

But thirty-three seconds of the thir- 
teenth round had passed before the 
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of becoming lightweight champion into 
merciful unconsciousness. 

The first betting was 2 to 1-in favor 
of Wolgast, with few takers. 

The Fight By Rounds. 

The ring was cleared at 3:05 p. m. 
and time was called at 3:06 o'clock. 

Round 1—After shaking hands they 
closeq in slowly and almost immedi- 
ately the crowd yelled for the referee 
to break them apart 

Moran protested that Wolgast was 
“butting” and the crowd jeered. Wol- 
gast broke a clinch with two powerful 
lefts to the jaw and they mixed it, each 
fighting footage 8 They went to close 
quarters with olgast hooking his 
left viciously to the jaw. Then he 
started the bloog from the _ Briton’s 
mouth with a volley of short arm 
jefts. A hard body blow by the cham- 

ion closed the round, which was in 

olgast’s favor. 

Roung 2—Moran’s supporters shouted 
at him to keep away, but the Eng- 
lishman rushed in. Wolgast rocked 
his head with short arm punches and 
paved the way for a volley of lefts by 
sending in rights to his stomach. Mo- 
ran, fighting back gamely, sent Wol- 
gast across the ring with a hard right 
to the jaw. Wolgast bled from nos- 
trils as Moran followed his advantage 
by ag oo the champion several times 
with hard left and right punches to 
the face and head. Moran’s round. 


Roughed It Head to Head. 


Round 3—Wolgast covered up, 
crouching low and missed a terrific 
left swing intended for the jaw. They 
roughed it head to head, both scoring 
frequently while in this position. Wol- 
gast almost floored his man with a 
left swing to the jaw ang then closed 
in, lashing out with left and right. 
Wolgast sent three lefts in succession 
to the body and received in return a 
stiff right to the jaw. Round was 
even. 

Round 4—-Wolgast’s right eye was 
badly discolored and Moran’s mouth 
was bleeding as they toed the mark. 
Moran shot a stiff left to the face and 
again they roughed it, their arms lock- 
ed. Wolgast was doing the greater ex- 
ecution. Moran drove a straight right 
to the jaw and then clouted the cham- 
pion with a left to the same place. 
Wolgast sent right with, great force 
to the body and they seemed disin- 
clined to break from the clinch. Wol- 
gast hooked a left to the body and 
drove the Briton against the ropes. 

They were quickly back in the cen- 
ter of the -ring fighting like tigers. 
Wolgast’s seconds taunted Moran t» 
which the Briton replied: ‘He won't 
get me today,” and then protested vig- 
orously to Referee Welsh that. the 
champion was intentionally “@lbowing 
Moran had a shade. 


Moran Jars Wolilgast. 


Round 5—They clinched with Wol 
gast uppercutting to the face with 
right and left. Moran jarred the cham- 
pion with a short arm right to the jaw. 
Wolgast swung wildly and Moran ram- 
med him twice more with rights ta 
thé face. A long clinch followed, Wol- 
gast breaking it with a hard right to 
the face. They danced about the ring 
and Wolgast landed two to the jaw 
with short rights. Wolgast seemed 
the stronger as the bell ended an even 
round, 

Round 6—The fighters slowed up a 
bit at the outset of the round and then 
Moran shot a straight left to the face. 
They went to close range, Wolgast 
landing several rights over the kid- 
neys.s They fought at a hot pace 
against the ropes, each scoring repeat- 
ediy. Then followed a smart long 
range rally, beth landing lefts to the 
face and both spitting blood. Moran, 
breaking from a clinch, rocked the 
champion’s head with a right hook and 
the round ended with the men mixing 
it at a fast clip. The round was about 
even. : 

Round 7—Up to this stage Moran 
apparentiy had landed the cleaner 
punches, but seemed to be the weaker 
of the two. They at once went into 
a clinch and a heart-breaking rally 
followed, Moran having much the bet- 
ter of the wicked exchange. Wolgast 
crowded Moran against the ropes, the 
Englishman gmaking a determined 
Stand.

Many poultry raisers when they find 
their stock becoming weakly and the 
eggs fail to hatch, at once attribute 
the cause to close breeding, and pro- 
ceed to make a cross. They do not 
stop to consider whether it was not 
the mode of life that the fowls have 
been pursuing for generations that has 
caused the trouble rather than the con- 
tinued use of the. same blood. Pam- 
pered stock grows weaker every year, 
but it does not injure pure gold to 
mix with it the same metal of equal 
fineness. Generations of inbreeding 
will not produce as bad results as one 
season of bad management. If you 
have s.0ck the blood of which is taint- 
ed by disease, or whose ancestors have 
been weakened by close housing and 
improper food, the more crosses you 
make, if with vigorous birds, the 
better, as you are thus getting away 
from the original weakly stock; but 
a shorter method would be to discard 
birds entirely and “start in of a new,” 
thus at once getting rid of the old 
blood. If your stock is free from dis- 
ease, hardy, vigorous, and has been 
properly cared for, reared under sani- 
tary conditions and fed wholesome 
ford of such contents as will meet 
thzir requirements, and you select such 
bifds for breeders as you know will 
balance deficiencies in form, feather 
and temperament, there is little dan- 
ger from inbreeding, even if it is car- 
ried on almost indefinitely, but every 
succeeding generation must receive the 
Same anxious care, or the work of 
many years may go for naught. 

Breeding is really an example in alle- 
gation, where instead of figures we use 
blood, color, form, vigor and several 
unknown quantities. We are balanc- 
ing one good quality against another 
for the purpose of reaching a certain 
standard. We can do this better with 
factors with which we are familiar 
than we can with unknown qualities, 
s0 we prefer birds with whose ances- 
tors and lines of blood we are ac- 
quainted, and so inbreed instead of 
making a cross: with an unknown 
quality. Good blood needs no crossing, 
but if there is rot in it many genera- 
tions of crossing may be required be- 
fore it can be entirely eliminated.

With 1,000-horse power, a _  67-foor 
dam, and a shoal one mile long with 
a 90-foot water fall, this plant will 
furnish power not only for trolley 
lines, but factories, ginneries and oth- 
er farming machinery.

The thermometer, at 5 p. m. registered 
101.5 degrees. The exception both oc- 
currred in July of 1901, when a mark 
of 102 degrees was followed the next 
day by one of 103 degrees. 

At 7 a. m. the mercury. stood at 85 
degrees, but rose steadily till 5 o'clock, 
when the season's record was passed. 

The government register at the street 
level at the same time showed 104 de- 
grees and showed those who remained 
in the city just what they were endur- 
ing. 

As has been the case many nights 
during the record-breaking torridity, 
dwelle@s in the tenement distri¢ts slept 
on roofs, sidewalks and alleyways. 
Every street stairway was occupied 
with the adults, stripped to the limit 
of seemliness, and all-but naked babies 
wailing or silent for illness. Those who 
sought a breezs in street car riding 
found that every breath of wind was 
like a puff from a bakeoven. Electric 
fans buzzed among the well-to-do, but 
merely propelled hot air. 

Five Deaths in Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Mo. July 4—Five 
Geaths from the heat and numerous 
prostrations were reported in Kansas 
City today. A temperature of 103 this 
afternoon established a new record for 
the year. — 

One death from heat occurred at 
Atchison, Kans., where the thermom- 
eter registered 108, the hottest July 
Fourth on record. 

The highest temperature reported in 
Kansas today was—at\ Junction City, 
where the thermometer ‘showed 109 de- 
grees. Topeka and Salina reported 106, 
and Abilene 105. A slight sprinkle is 
also reported from Muskogee, Okla. 
There the heat went to 104 and one 
prostration was reported. Southwest 
Missouri continued to swelter today, 
the maximum temperature at Joplin 
being 104. 

101 Degrees at St. Louis, | 

St. Louis, July 4.-—All heat records 
for the Fourth of July here, and all 
July temperatures excepting those re- 
corded in 1901, were shattered .today 
when the mercury reached 101 degrees 
at 2:30 o'clock. One death attributable 
to heat was reported. 

Three Deaths at Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, July 4.—As a re- 
Bult of the hottest Fourth of July ever 
known in this city, there were three 
deaths and twenty prostrations. The 
official record for the day was 101 de- 
Brees, but on the street level ther- 
mometers went up to 107. 

Nine Deaths at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, July 4.—Nine additional 
deaths from the heat were reported to- 
day, making a total of 24 within the 
last two days. The maximum tempera- 
ture here today was 96 degrees at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


One Death at Louisvilie. 
Louisville, Ky., July 4.—The official 
temperature here today was 102 de- 
grees. The government kiosk at. the 
street level registered 109 degrees. One 

death from heat’ was reported. 


All Records Smashed. 


Albany, N. Y., July 4.—All heat rec- 
ords were smashed today when at 4 
Pp. m. the thermometer at the local 
weather bureau registered 104, the 
highest since the establishment of the 
bureau thirty-seven years ago. No fa- 
talities were reported. 


Fout Deaths in Columbus. 


Columbus, Ohio, July 4.—-This city 
today experienced the highest July 4 
temperature recorded in the past thir- 
ty-four years, with the government 
thermometer registering 103.6 degrees. 
Four deaths due directly to heat and a 
half score of prostrations were re- 
ported. 


Crops Are Parching. 


Kansas City, July 4.—Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Missouri crops are suffering 
from the hot, dry weather. Approxi- 
mately 100 of the 114 counties in Mis- 
souri are greatly in need of rain. A re- 
port issued tagday by T. C. Wilson, sec- 
retary of the Missouri board of agri- 
culture, declares that with plenty of 
rain from now on, an immense yield of 
corn is assured, but that if the drouth 
continue@ the crop will be ruined. 

The wheat harvest is unusually early. 
The preliminary estimate on yield is 
14.8 bushels per acre. 

The drouth virtually has ruined the 
oats crop, says the report, and nearly 
all new clover and timothy Is dead. The 
potato crop is almost a failure. The 
_ State estimate on fruit is 51 per cent 
of normal. 

Drouth has done more damage to 
Oklahoma crops, according to a state- 
ment by Secretary Ben Hennessey, of 
the OKlahoma board of agriculture. 
“There is every prospect for a big cot- 
ton crop,” he said, “but the outlook for 
other crops is not so good.” 


Hettest Ever in Dallas. 

Dallas, Texas, July 4.—The maximum 
temperature recorded by the govern- 
ment thermometer in Dallas today was 
104 degrees. For the first time this 
year there was a prostration from the 
heat.

It remains to be 
seen whether Governor Smith himself, 
no doubt realizing the situation, will 
not at once make a positive statement 
regarding his purposes. : 

“Tf he should announce. that he pur- 
poses to continue his duties as governor 
and positively will not allow his name 
to be presented to the legislature as 
a candidate, he would become the man 
of the hour in almost every home in 
Georgia and would perhaps prevent one 
of the bitterest political struggles that 
the state has had in many years. 

“I am a former supporter of Govern- 
or Smith and under consisterit circum- 
stances would like to see him in the 
United States senate, but he has been 
elected goyernor of Georgia for a spe- 
cific purpose, that is to preserve his 
policies within the state, and I beliéve 
he should.and will serve out his term 
in the executive office.” 

Non-Partisan Onaucus. 

During the day the suggestion was 
broached to the effect that it would be 
entirely legal for the legislature to 
hold a non-partisan caucus for the pur- 
pose of discussing the situation. In 
such a caucus they could agree on any 
line of procedure and to follow such 
would be lawful so long as in harmony 
with the letter of the statutes. : 

Some are in favor of endeavoring to 
get at least a majority, which could 
Gauminate the situation, to meet in such 
a caucus and frame up a program. of 
action. 

Many of those who think a primary 
impracticable now believe it would not 
*»e improper for the legislature, unoffi- 
cially, to require all candidates to agree 
to a submission of the senatorship fight 
to the people in: the.regular state-wide 
primary of the next-year. This could 
be accomplished by the winner resign- 
ing before the election; and.a vote as 
to instructions to the legislature or the 
governor taken aleng with that ‘for 
etate house officers and congressmen. 
This would remove. objections on the 
score of expenses. 

As it is, the winner will not have to 
face a contest until 1914, although it 
will be in order to fill the place held 
by Senator Bacon in 1912. 

Slaton’s Statement Discussed. 

In view of the fact that President 
Slaton is “heir apparent” to the gov- 
ernorship and has even been “men- 
tioned” in connection with the senator- 
ship, the interview he gave out Monday 
was a topic of much discussion yester- 
day. 

The Slaton statement was spoken of 
generally as the most telling incident 
of the campaign during the past week. 
Many of the advocates of Governor 
Smith declare that its logic is sound. 
The opposition to Smith claim. that it 
has had a decidedly discouraging ef- 
fect on his party.

“The substantial men of busi- 
ness ‘don't want it, but the rank and 
file couldn’t be pleased better than to 
have a contest over the governorship 
for entertainment, and discussion at 
their mid-Summer picnics and barbe- 
cues.”

Norcross Posse; Bent on Ven- 
~ geance, Is. Qutwitted 


Slayer of Cleve Wofford Rush- 

| ed.to Atlanta for Safe-Keep- 
ing---Auto Carrying the Black 
Was Literally Driven Through 
the Mob: 


Norcross, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—A 
lynching was narrowly averted here 
this afternoon when Harry Rogers, 
the negro slayer of Cleve Wofford, a 
white farmer, was rushed from this 
place to Atlanta, where he has been 
confined for safe keeping. A big tour- 
ing car, containing the negro, covered 
up and lying down in the tonneau, 
drove swiftly through a mob of 100 in- 
censed citizens of Norcross and the 
surrounding vicinity, who were never 
aware that their intended victim was 
being carried away. About dark, when 
it was authentically learned that the 
black was 19 miles from Norcross, the 
mob dispersed. tA 

Yesterday afternoon, at the place of 
Perry Nesbit, at Pinkneyville, where a 
negro barbecue and dance were being 
given, Rogers shot and killed Wofford, 
a well-known farmer of that vicinity. 
Eyewitnesses to the tragedy state that 
the white man came to the pavilion 
where the dance was in Tull sway, and 
in a boisterous manner remarked that 
“he was going to get him a negro.” 

This incensed Rogers, who was 
drinking, and without dallying words 
with Wofford, produced a big gun and 
began firing point-blank at the white 
man. ' 

Seeing his predicament, © Wofford 
jumped over the railing ¢hat surround- 
ed the dance pavilion and started to 
run across an open field. Before he 
had gone very far, Rogers shot twice 
again, the fleeing man falling. While 
lying prostrate on the ground, the 
negro shot three more times into the 
body of Wofford. | 

News of Killing Spread. 

As Pinkneyville is only a distance of 
about three miles from this place, it 
‘did not take the news long to reach 
here. The sheriff and a small posse 
were immediately sent to the scene of 
the murder, and with bloodhounds, 
Rogers was soon run down. It is 
stated that he put up a stiff fight, and 
the officers succeeded in capturing him 
with much difficulty. 

At 4:30 o’clock, a posse composed 
chiefly of neighboring farmers from 
in and around Norcross, had gathered, 
waiting for the black to be brought in. 
Wind of these proceedings reached the 
sheriff and posse while they were on 
their way here, and the automobile of 
Frank Walker, a big touring car, was 
put into commission, Rogers was 
bundled into this and covered with a 
laprobe. : 

In the meantime, the mob of one 
hundred men gathered in groups 
around the Norcross railway station 
and awaited the posse’s arrival. 

About 5 o’clock, the automobile, 
driven by Mr. Walker, and containing 
Sheriff Garner, of Gwinnett county, and 
Rogers, covered up at the sheriff's feet, 
rushed by the groups of the mob and 
sped down the Atlanta road. 


The automobile party, carrying Rog- 
ers, arrived here yesterday evening 
about 6 o’clock, and, for safe keeping, 
the prisoner was placed in the tower. 
He will later be carried to Lawrence- 
ville, the county seat of Gwinnett, 
where he will be tried for murder.

It 
takes no prophet, nor yet the son of a 
prophet, to see what the inevitable 
consequence will be. 

“The republic is at the mercy of the 
ignorant, and it is up to us to prepare 
the boys of this state and this nation 
for the proper exercise of their right 
to vote. The state is the parent of 
the child born to parents unable to 
provide him with the fundamentals of 
childhood and we of Georgia cannot 
afforg to overlook this obligation. 

Nation Calling the South. 

“Today the nation is calling the 
south,” said the speaker in closing, 
“calling her to come once more and 
take the place that is rightfully hers 
in the councils of the nation. 

“A glance at history will show what 
this has been and should be. It was a 
southerner that drew the Declaration 
of Independence, another southerner 
that first drew sword in its defense, 
still again it was a southerner that 
took the helm of the new ship of 
state. The majority of the stars in our 
national flag represent states made 
from territory acquireg while men from 
~ south were at the head of the na- 
tion. ; 

“The south’s few failures have been 
sectional; her successes national, and 
further triumphs await her if she 
proves herself worthy.” 

Gevernor Smith’s Introduction. 

In his introductory speech, Governor 
Hoke Smith, who introduced Mr. Jones, 
said that he was greatly pleased at the 
movement the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce has made toward a more 
appropriate celebratibn of the nation’s 
birthday. 

Every Fourth of July, he said, should 
come.to be a day set aside for not only 
celebrating the “birth of-the nation, 
but for the discussion (with politics 
eliminated) of the problems confront- 
ing the nation and their solution.
